Viola w a s a mere infa nt a nd could 
pla y a bout on the floor a nd the boy 
w a s three y ea rs ok^ the terrible a cci­ 
dent in which the mother w a s killed, 
occurred. 
One da y while the two 
children were 
pla y ing

home, they hea rd the screa m s 
of 
their mother in a gony . 
Her dress 
ha d ca ught fire from a stov e. 
She 
rushed from the house screa m ing a t 
ev ery brea th. 
She 
w a s so 
ba dly 
burned before the bla ze w a s quench­ 
ed tha t she died. 


The children were kept by their 
fa ther a nd a housekeeper 
for two 
y ea rs, when one da y , the sa d news 
w a s conv ey ed to the children tha t 
their fa ther ha d been killed in a n a c­ 
cident equa lly a s 
terrible a s 
tha t 
which ca used them to lose their m oth­ 
er. 
The fa ther w a s working in the \ 
bottom of a well when the sides ca v -1 
ed in a nd killed him. 


At the a ge of fiv e a nd three y ea rs, 
respectiv ely , the two 
children were 
orpha ns with no one to ca re for them 
ex cept their a ged 
gra ndfa ther.

seem s tha t he ha d some difficulty in 
m a na ging the boy who w a s growing 
into the a ge where he w a s m ischiev ­ 
ous.

Mrs. M a ria m D a ily , nea r Ora nge, to 
be rea red. 


In the mea ntime the 
gra ndfa ther 
ha d died a nd the girl w a s left a lone 
in the world. 
She w a s 
a dopted by 
Mrs. Miller, who sta y ed a t the home 
of her gra ndfa ther, a nd w a s ta ken to 
India na polis. 
She ha d a fa in t re­ 
membra nce o f her older brother a nd 
often thought tha t she would ma ke 
some a ttempt to lea rn where he wa s. 


A short time a go she went to the 
India na polis orpha ns’ 
home 
where 
she lea rned a fter considera ble in­ 
quiry , tha t her brother ha d been sent 
to this county a nd she immedia tely 
com munica ted with him. 
He w a s re­ 
joiced to hea r from his sister a s he 
lia 4 .no idea where she might be found 
a s he ha d no definite 
source from 
which he could tra ce her. 


A brief correspondence w a s held 
a nd she ca me to this city a nd went 
to the D a ily home where the brother 
a nd sister were reunited a t la st.

few da y s a go the brother y rent to 
India na polis a nd he is now v isiting 
his sister a t the home of her foster 
mother.

Dr. H unt’s lecture w a s the con­ 
summa te of a profita ble 
da y spent 
here by a b ou t'fifty dentists in this 
section o f tlie Sta te, when the pro­ 
gra ms for the a nnua l conv ention of 
the Ea stern Denta l A ssocia tion w a s 
held a t the country club. 
There a re 
hundreds o f people in Rushv ille who 
m issed a n enterta ining a s well a s in­ 
structiv e a ddress, illustra ted by la n­ 
tern slides la st night. 
While

were only a bout one hundred a nd fif­ 
ty people there, it would ha v e been 
well ha d there been tw enty -fiv e hun­ 
dred, a s it is likely tha t there is not 
a person in the whole city to whom 
the a dv ice giv en by the denta l pro­ 
fessor would ha v e not been timely .

introduced in the 
na tiona l house a t one time a nd the 
ma nner in which it died. In com pa ri­ 
son lie sa id a n a ppropria tion hill to 
prev ent the sprea d of hflg cholera in 
the United 
Sta tes wa s 
promptly 
pa ssed, which led, lie sa id, to 
the 
public a ssertion of Dr. J. N. Tlurty , 
Sta te hea lth 
com m issioner, tha t it 
w a s better to be a liog tha n a huma n 
being in the United Sta tes. He point­ 
ed out tha t one bill ha d to do with the 
wea lth of the na tion while the other 
concerned nothing more tha n the life 
of mere ma n.

Seattle, owner of coal mines in Alask a, 
and John H. Bu llock , formerly presi­ 
dent of the Sesnor Coal company of 
Seattle and Alask a, hav e been ar­ 
rested on Indictments charging them 
with conspiracy to defrau d the gov ern­ 
m ent on Alask a coal contracts. 
The indictments were retu rned by 
the federal grand Ju ry meeting in Ta­ 
coma and came as a direct resu lt of 
the charges of Delegate W ick ersham 
of Alask a, made in connection with his 
attack on Attorney General W ick er­ 
sham and u pon the Morgan-Gu ggen- 
heim sy ndicate. 
Bu llock was released 
in $2,500 bail. 
Hou ston was arrested 
in Seattle and released on bond. Cap­ 
tain J. H. Jariv s, who is named in the 
Indictment as the third of the alleged 
conspirators, committed su icide in Se­ 
attle sev eral week s ago.

brou ght as a resu lt of the Wick ersliam- 
W ick ersham controv ersy . The charges 
were m ade by Delegate \Yick ersl?a%m, 
thal Bu ttock , Hou ston and the Mor- 
gan-Gu ggenhelm Alask a sy ndicate con­ 
spired to rob the gov ernment on Alas­ 
k a contracts at Nome, the Alask a del­ 
egate charging that Bu llock and the 
Gu ggenheim sy ndicate split the $50,- 
000 profits betwreen them as a resu lt 
of the conspiracy . 
Bu llock made a 
statem ent in which he said that it 
was tru e that his company charged 
the gov ernment $S more per ton than 
It charged priv ate concerns at Nome, 
hu t affirmed that this was necessary 
by reason of the inaccessibility of the 
fort to which the coal was deliv ered.
